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: Dear Sir: The secular press chronicled the opening of John Allen’s Dance-house for a daily 
prayer meeting in the month of September last. With the closing of that house, at the expiration of 
a month, the external excitement died away. But. the interest that was awakened among the people of 
the neighborhood seemed to give such promise of substantial and permanent results that early in October 
the entire control of another danee-house was secured, which has ever since been occupied by a missionary 
family. The hall, or first floor, is appropriated to religious meetings, and the upper part has been fitted 
up for the purpose of offering temporary shelter to those who may be influenced by our religious services 
to seek reformation, and who are destitute of other refuge or associations, except such as are identified 
with their past evil courses. By this means we have been enabled to retain them under our influence till 
the work commenced in their hearts could be strengthened. ) 

Two meetings have been held there daily ; a noon-day prayer meeting for Christian people interested in 
the work, and an evening religious meeting for the resident people of the neighborhood, and the float- 


ing population largely abounding in that portion of the city. 


Religious services have also been held every Sabbath afternoon. While the weather would permit 
these meetings were held out of doors, in front of the house, and were largely attended. During the colder 
weather they are held in the house with smaller, though interested and attentive audiences. 


A Sabbath School was organized in November, that now numbers eighty scholars, and a dozen 


teachers, and holds a session every Sabbath forenoon. 


The records of the Mission, carefully made, enable us to present the following summary of facts, as 
part of the fruits of the work: Sixty-nine women have been received from the« dance-houses, and other 
places of infamy. _ Twenty-nine of this number are to-day in Christian families, as domestics, from whom 
good reports are received. Thirteen have been sent to the /saac Hopper House, in 10th Avenue, cor. 23d 
street. The Matron of that institution reported, (January 12): “Seven are in homes, doing well, and two 
are still with us;” and adds, “the girls from Water street have done remarkably well.” One prodigal 
girl was sent to her mother in the country. Of the others, most of whom were received before our house 
was fitted up as a temporary home, some were sent to the St. Barnabas; some to the Home, in Houston 
street, and others to the Magdalen Asylum, in 88th street. The Matron of the Magdalen, in her favorable 
report of those received there, says: ‘One of the girls from Water street is a decided Christian woman, 
and takes part in, and is a most efficient helper in the girl’s prayer meeting and Bible-Class.” Twelve has 
been sent to the Magdalen since this report was made. | 


Fifty men, in absolute want, many of them sunk to the lowest state of degradation, from intemper- 
ance and kindred vices, have been received into the mission, and giving evidence of penitence and desire for 
reformation, have been sheltered till enabled to stand of themselves; the majority of whom have been 
helped to situations. Twenty are now filling positions where they are earning for themselves, and in 
some cases, for their families, an honorable support. One is at the head of a manufacturing establishment. 


Our practice has been to extend material help only to those who give promise of reformation, 
and: ask for moral and spiritual aid,. and this: only temporarily, until they can be put in the way. of. 
honest employment, and.comparative freedom from their old temptations, 


We have the names of forty in our book of record, who in the judgment of charity have become’ 
the subjects of divine grace, some of whom have united themselves with Christian churches. We have 
reason to think as great a number were made the subjects of this work, before a record of the cases were — 
kept. One of the visible fruits of the mission is the closing of three of the dance-houses in Water street; 
the proprietors of which have abandoned the business, confessedly in consequence of this movement. The 
last, which was closed about a month since, had been established over. twenty years, and for the last fif- 
teen years was conducted by the Bride family, enjoying the reputation of being the best kept house, and of 
doing the largest business in the street. Two members of this family, a son and a daughter, early became 
interested in the meetings, and rose for prayer, one doing it repeatedly. The daughter testifies to having 
found Christ, and gives interesting evidence of a saving change of character. Through the influence of this 
daughter rehearsing from time to time to the inmates what she heard in the meetings, one and another of 
the dance girls was induced to come and hear for themselves, and then to forsake their sinful occupa- 
tion, until a majority of the girls belonging to that house have placed themselves under the guidance 
of the mission in a sincere effort to begin and follow a better life.. Thus the concern collapsed—the house 
is now closed, and the family who kept it are living reputably in a respectable neighborhood, hoping to 
have the past obliterated. 


It being manifest that rum exerts a controlling influence in sustaining the institutions organized for 
evil, we early formed a mission temperance society where have been enrolled the names of three hundred 
and fifty-six men and women pledged to total abstinence. Toeach one of these we have given a Testa- 
ment with a printed copy of the pledge, signed by them, pasted on the fly leaf. We have reason to believe 
that a fair proportion of them have kept the pledge, and become permanently reformed. 


In addition to the known and recorded results, a reasonable Christian Faith would lead us to expect 
that the seed sown among the wandering classes who float through Water Street, has brought forth fruit of 
which.we have no present knowledge. 


Owing to the prejudice existing in the community toward the movement, growing out of a conviction 
that no substantial good could be done in that section, and the sensational notoriety given to it by the 
Secular’ Press in its early stages, the undersigned determined to assume the care and meet the expense 
of conducting the mission quietly and unobtrusively, till a satisfactory experiment could be made that 
would demonstrate to the Christian public, the practicability of establishing a permanent and efficient 
work for the reformation of the people who inhabit and frequent this locality. 


The Gospel is God’s acknowledged method of renovating man’s moral nature, and the Master 
teaches us to prepare the way for the manifestations of its power by administering to his physical want 
and suffering in the name of Christ. If we do not mis-judge, the result thus far, and the constantly increas- 
ing tokens of promise for the future, should convince us that the duty of going forward in this work is im- 
perative. The encouraging condition of the mission, with its increasing burden and enlarging sphere, 
compel us to ask your sympathy and co-operation in carrying it on. We feel that the time has arrived 
when the Water Street Mission, with its peculiar field and features, is no longer an experiment, and when 
important questions effecting its future should be carefully considered and wisely decided. 


We have been in doubt whether it should be continued on the present plan of private responsibility, 
with such pecuniary and advisory co-operation as might be voluntarily afforded by a few individuals to 
whom its operations may become known, or whether it should be attached to some existing incorporated 


prayerful consideration. Al

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missionary organization, or whether the characteristics which seem peculiar to it, and necessary to its suc- 
cess, demand for their preservation an independent organization, a formal incorporation, and the general 
recognition and support which these would secure. 


We desire the counsel of those who may be led, by the foregoing statement, to feel an interest in the 
matter, and do not feel that we ought longer to assume the responsibility of so important an enterprise alone. 


The current expenses, including salaries have not thus far exceeded three hundred dollars per month; 
with this as a basis we judge five thousand dollars will be requisite to meet the expenses for another year. 
The premises at present occupied, being altogether inadequate to meet the wants of the work, will neces- 
sitate an expenditure for the fitting up of some house with a dandimeattachment (if such house can be 
found) of $2000. Or $15,000 would secure to us a lot, and the erection of a suitable building. 


With God’s blessing crowning our endeavors for the renovation of that portion of the city—its mission 
accomplished—the investment we hope will be returned with interest, from the increased value of the 
property, to be transferred to another field. 


For your counsel on all these questions—for your association in the direction of the work, and your 
sympathy and co-operation in establishing it, we present this statement of facts, and commend it to your 


The history of the Mission, brought down to the present time, embodies the names of one hundred 
and eighty-three, whose cases have given promise enough to make them matter of record. Of this num- 
ber one hundred and twenty-seven are women, the majority of whom are now in service as domestics in 
Christian families. The testimony of their employers very generally is that these girls make faithful ser- 
vants. The effort they make to establish a character in their entrance upon a reformed life evidently 
influences them for good in their efforts to please. 

While such fruits have been borne by those who have been members of our Mission family, the Gos- 
pel has been preached to thousands of the floating population who have composed our audiences in the 
evening meetings. And, during the past ten months, the people of the neighborhood have witnessed the 
strange sight of Christian men gathered at noon-day for an hour of prayer. Strange would it be if 
unwonted thoughts had not been stirred within them as the voice of prayer and Christian song have thus 


fallen upon their ears. 


The work has been carried on in a rickety old dance house, illy adapted in_its capacity or-condition 4 


to the wants of a Mission, and oftentimes filled with double the number that it was designed to accommo- 
date, from the importunity of the applicants for admission. This has been done at a cost of $2,842, aside 
from the contributions of clothing and material for outfits for the girls, who, without an exception, were 


so destitute as to make this an essential condition for entering upon a reformed life. 


Such is the history of this novel work, most strangely originated, and as singularly carried on without 
an organization; most wonderfully advertised in connection with the history of the so-called wickedest 
man in New York, and yet stranger in its developments, in that all who have been the recipients of its 
charity have been those who, to human view, were the most unlikely to receive any permanent benefit 


thereby. , 

The condition of the building we have occupied, with other circumstances, have induced us to suspend, 
during the summer months, the Magdalen part of the work, together with the week-day services; but so 
rich has been the harvest already gathered, and such the tokens of promise for the future, we cannot think 
of abandoning it; and weseize the period of suspension to ask you for aid for the erection of a new building, 
with accommodations suitable for the work. As preparatory to this, one of the gentlemen who has borne 
the largest share in its support hitherto, has purchased the premises we occupy, and executed a lease of the 
same, with the privilege of purchasing, to a Board of Trustees elected to manage the Mission, representing 


three denominations of Christians.

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DIRECTIONS RESPECTING GRANTS OF THE SCRIPTURES BY THE 
i AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


I. The Board of Managers grant books for sale and donation ta responsible 
parties upon suitable application. 

Il. All requests for grants should reach the Secretaries a few days before 
the monthly meeting of the Board of Managers, on the first Puiciley 
of each month. The Committee on Distribution meet on the Tuesday 
previous. Attention to this rule will often prevent long delays. 


III. The rule of the Board is, to supply all books for sale and gratuitous 
distribution, so far- as practicable, through its auxiliaries, which are 
expected to do all the Bible. work in their own fields. If the auxiliary 
cannot furnish you with the requisite books, get the approval of its 
depositary or of some other officer, if convenient, to your application te 
the Parent Society. 

IV. For all general and national work which does not en. belong 
to the local Bible Societies, or which is beyond their ability to do, as for 
soldiers, hospitals; freedmen, etc., the Managers will make ample grants, 
upon proper. application, to its auxiliaries, benevolent institutions, chaplains, 


_and responsible individuals. 


V. Specify, the necessary number and suitable kinds of books, and state 
the uses and reasons of the grant requested, with full directions for forwardings 

VI. The proceeds of sales, after paying freight and other necessary 
expenses, should be punctually sent to the treasury of the Parent Society. 

VII. When the booksare received, acknowledge the fact ; when distribu- 
ted, send to the Secretaries a statement of their circulation, with any statistics 
and incidents which illustrate the work. For dooks sold, whether at 
full or reduced prices, return the account and the money to the Assistant 
Treasurer. An urgent request. 


VIII. The Board donate chiefly their cheaper publications, or such as 


may be most suitable for various classes of destitute readers, as for the aged, . 


the hospitals, mission Sabbath schools, etc., etc. 


IX. Books in raised letters are granted for the blind, upon condition that 
after the person who receives them has no more need of them, they shall 
be returned to this Society, or be given to some other blind person who 
cannot buy them. 


X. Depositories should be gratuitously kept if possible, or if not, at as 
low a rate of expense as can be secured. 


XI. In selling books it will be optional with the depositaries and dis- 
tributing agents to take the whole price or part of it, as circumstances may 
warrant, they being careful to avoid impositions and carelessness in their 
discriminations. 


XII. The principle of selling our books at our price-list cost charges 
should be carefully enforced. The benevolent character of the Society 
cannot be sunk in the merely mercantile practices of charging an advance 
for profit, or for resale by private bpolnallers,; upon our uniform rates. 


XIII. The American Bible Society expects that due credit shall be 

ever for its donations by those to whom they are confided for distribu- 
on. 

XIV. Be discriminating, prompt, thorough, and generous. Sell where 

you can—donate where you must. Avoid waste, perversion, and misuse of the 
oO 


rd of God; and let your distribution be a work of faith and a labour: 


of love, for the salvation of souls, and for the glory of God.’ 
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ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS WHICH ARE FREQUENTLY ASKED RESPECT- 
ING THE RULES AND OPERATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. — 


What is the best mode of procuring Bibles for our Families, Churches, 
Sunday Schools, Bible classes, and the destitute? 

The best of all modes, as proved by long experience here and in England, 
is to have a good local Bible Society, with active officers, to procure and 
keep in a convenient place such books as are likely to be wanted for gix 
or twelve months to come. Collections should be taken up in all the 
churches to begin such depository. If needful, a part of the books wanted 
can then be furnished on a few months’ credit,and to feeble Auxiliaries 
some can be granted as a donation. This is the first step, and it should 
be taken wisely, and then carried on with system and energy. When a 
church takes up its annual collection for said society, it should be stated 
what amount is to be returned in books for the objects named, and for 
destitute families. If a congregation is new and poor, and more books 
are wanted than can be purchased, let them, in part, be sought as a 
donation. If the local society cannot give them, let its committee call 
on the Parent Society; but let all be done, if possible, through the local 
society. 

Where there is no local Bible Society to furnish books, application 
should be made to the Sunday School Union with which the school is 
connected. Grants are, and will be made to Sunday School Unions to 
meet such cases. 


What is the plan adopted for the supply of Hotels and Steamboats 
with the Bible? 

We give the resolution of the Board on this subject : 

Resolved, ‘That Auxiliary Bible Societies throughout the country be 
requested to see that the rooms of hotels, and the cabins of steamboats, 
(where objection is not made,) be furnished with Bibles, and usually at 
half the cost price; and when unable thus to furnish all the copies 
which are wanted, that they be authorized to apply to the Parent Society 
for additional aid. — 

This resolution is adopted from a deep conviction of the importance of 
the object contemplated, and is one of such a public rather cham private 
nature, as to justify, in many cases at least, the partial sacrifice proposed. 


How are books, when obtained, to be put in circulation in the best manner? 


When a stock has been procured and put in a proper place, notice 
should be given accordingly in all the churches, schoolhouses and papers, 
and a sign placed over the depository, so that all who need can buy. 

In the next place, unless the village or county has been explored and 
supplied regularly within three or four years, this work should at once 
be undertaken. It should be done by voluntary committees, each taking 
a section, or by a Bible colporteur, employed for a time to visit every 
family. In every county, three or four ministers or other persons might 
be found, in different sections, who would take each a dozen or two 
of books, dispose of them, and return the proceeds to the treasurer. In 
such cases a careful account should be kept of books thus sent out, and 
a settlement annually made. 

What reply is to be given by the officers of an Auziliary when a Bookseller. 
Merchant, or other individual, wishes to purchase books for resale ? 

If any of these wish to resell, without profit, for the sake of doing good, 
as does the auxiliary, and particularly in places where the books seem to 
be needed, they could with all propriety be furnished with them at the cost 
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price. But if they wish to purchase at bare cost, and then sell at an 
advance on the catalogue price, they could be led to see at once that they 


would not thus be carrying out the benevolent spirit and object of the 


Society, and that they had better purchase of those. who make Bibles 
to be sold on mercantile principles. 


How are books furnished to Life Directors and Life Members? 

Each Life Director (having paid $150) receives annually two dollars and 
fifty cents’ worth of books, provided they are called for within the year; 
and each Life Member (having paid thirty dollars) receives one dollar’s 
worth in like manner. It is expected that these books will be called for, 
or sent for, at the Society’s House, and that they will be of such kinds as 
are suitable to give to the destitute. 

These books can be drawn from a local auxiliary, in case the Parent 
Society is early informed of what is done, so that the auxiliary may be 
credited, and the person drawing charged. No books can be thus furnished 
except for the current year. 

The above regulation was adopted from a conviction that there are 
multitudes of individuals in the community, orphans, apprentices, servants, 
boatmen, stage-drivers, and the like, who have no Bibles, and but few 
religious privileges; and who might, to some extent, be supplied by the 
method thus proposed ; for who will be more likely to scatter the Sacred 
Volume among those who are destitute, than those who have shown such 
a regard for that volume as to make themselves members. and directors of 
an institution which furnishes it for distribution ? 


How are other benevolent book circulating societies to be furnished with 
Bibles ? 

Such societies have, of course, as their main business, the circulation 
of their own peculiar publications. It cannot be expected that they will 
sell Bibles to any great extent at their depositories, as they were not 
organized for that purpose. But their agents or colporteurs will at times 
meet with destitute families or individuals, who will need the Bible as a 
gratuity. To supply such cases, it is hoped that the Bible Auxiliaries will 


always furnish the needed books when called for, and without compensation 


if necessary. If the agent or colporteur can then at times sell some of 
these books, for whole or part cost, he can take the proceeds and purchase 
a further supply of any auxiliary at the cost price. Where there are no 
auxiliaries thus to purchase them, they can be obtained. through the bodies 
which they serve. Grants are and will be cheerfully made to such bodies, 
to meet cases of this kind. If this plan is carefully adhered to, no agent 
or colporteur need fail of obtaining Bibles for the needy. ‘Those who are 
able and ready to purchase can obtain them of Bible societies. 


What is the present regulation of the Board as to the prices of books to 
Auxiliaries and others? 

The regulation, as fixed by the Constitution; is.to sell books to all 
Bible societies ‘at the cost price exactly, which is the catalogue price. Then 
to those societies which become auxiliary, and agree to give their surplus 
funds to the Parent Society, a deduction of five per cent. is; made from 
catalogue prices. Encouragement is thus given to auxiliaries to keep up 
depositories with books for sale, and:also for the supply of the needy 
gratuitously. They are sold to no other parties for less than the catalogue 
or cost price. aN

poorest beings—the deaf and dumb and the blind colored children once under our charge. May you hear His 
blessed words, “Jnasmuch as ye have done it unto the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me.” 


You doubtless have lost. sight of me and. my little -s aL ay wisl =F) is... After our enemies 
destroyed our building by fire in Trenton, N. J., we sought for a permanent home, but found it not. We still 
sojourn among strangers and a few friends. Thus we are experiencing a hard lot, but the Lord’s will be done. 

After Dr. Skinner’s death I failed in my attempt to free from debt the place on which our school was located, 
and my counsellor sold it. The proceeds, with most of the money presented to me by friends after his death, were 
used in paying off the mortgage and other debts, leaving me but a trifle. 


More than a year ago we left Syracuse, where we have been residing for some time, and came here to the 
Water Cure Establishment to earn a living by the needlé. I found it more pleasant to stop under this roof than 
to live alone in that strange city, and we still remain here. While at Syracuse, a few friends nobly responded to 
my appeal, and sent me funds sufficient to put me into possession of a beautiful Florence Sewing Machine. I 
wish to acknowledge my sincere thanks to each donor, and speak particularly of its value and usefulness; also to 
mention each name in this, but space and means will not admit. 


In January last I was seized with a severe cold upon my lungs, which resulted in a long illness. My 
physician kindly furnishes a short statement of it, which is published below. Having been deprived of the 
strength to earn my living, and still disabled, I do not know what I ought to do, and where to get the means to 
defray our daily expenses, especially the board. And not having the comforts of life left me, I pray you to 
remember me, and to visit me once more in my affliction. I have appealed to a few friends more than once, and am 
reluctant to do so again, but believe they still love me and have not forgotten our long and laborious services and 
sufferings for the destitute black children; and that my husband, Dr. Skinner, undertook the cause of the poorest 
and most unfortunate class in the world— and sacrificed’ his all; time; money and strength for the benefit of these 
children. Will you respond to my humble appeal for aid to supply our present need, and gladden the hearts of 
the widow and the fatherless? I cap never repay you, bet my prayer and gratitude will always follow you.
